Beauties and Attractions Becoming 
Better Known By the Tourist 
and Traveller 
(By Henry K. Wickstced.) 
When the gencration now passing 
away were school children, they| 
learned from the geographies of that 
day that the St. Lawrence was. the 
“great” river of castern North Am- 
erica, and that it drained five great 
lakes? Ontario, Erie, Huron, Michi- 

gan and Superior, ? 

That a sixth lake lay to the north 
of Superior was well knowfi to the 
Hudson's Bay Company, who had 
trading posts upon its shores, but the 
Hudson’s Bay Company was appar- 
ently not disposed to be communica- 
tive about its territory, The general 
public had no interest in it, and it re- 
mained isolated until rediscovered 
and mapped by the geological and 
carly railway surveys about 1870. 

These. explorers brought down 
stories of the size and 
strength and numbers of its fish, and 
especially of the trout, and, more and 
more as years went by, it was visit- 
ed by sportsman fishers, first by twos 
and threes, and then in greater 
bers, as it was rendered more 
sible, 

The river draining the Jake became 
perhaps the most famous trout stream 
in the world. The fitting out and 
guiding of parties of anglers became 
« permanent business and’ avocation 
for the population at the mouth of 
river white and red.

Into this great basin flow, a num- 
ber of Jarge rivers: the Gull, the 
Poshkokogan, the Wabinosh, Oma- 
bika, Onaman, and Sturgeon, and 
;many smaller ones. Qut of it _ the 
iivaters flow as the famdus Nipigon, 
pouring in limpid flood over the Vir- 
gin Falls, and through a succession 
with 
other falls and fapids, finally shoot 
under the bridge at Nipigon Village 
and lose identity in Lake Superior. 
In the comparatively short course of 
30 miles, they descend 240 feet. The 
Virgin Falls are only one of a series. 
Caineron’s Falls, the Split Rock Ra- 
pids, White Chute, Victoria Falls, and 
Hamilton Rapids, besides several mi- 
nor rapids, are interrup- 
tions to canoe navigation, and would 
be beauty spots even with tamer | 
Surroundings. Their beauty is much 
enhanted by the rugged grandeur of 
the gorge, and the brilliant coloring 
of the precipitous rocks which en- 
close it, 

The fundamental geology of this 
Nipigon country’ is Archacan, but 
over the older rotks there has been 
at some remote period an overflow 
of volcanic traps and besalt cover- 
ing many hundreds of square miles, 
and called the “Animike” series. This 
covering has been cracked open and 
Swept away at a great number of 
points, leaving what some of the geo- 
logists call a “dissected plain,’ and 
these rifts arcsof great depth and ex- 
tent, although often very narrow. 
Basaltic overflows, in cooling, crys- 
tallize in prisms at right angles to 
the surface, which in this case was 
almost level, and the rock breaks nat- 
urally away on these cleavage lines, 
leaving vertical cliffs often several 
hundreds of feet in height, and it is 
this vertical cleavage which gives the 
region its peculiar and almost unique 
scenery, ,

Through one of these remarkable 
rifts the surplus water of the Nipigon 
basin found their way from Orient 
Bay to Lake Helen. Then came the 
glacial period, and the rift became 
dammed up by an enormous accumu- 
lation of sand, gravel and boulders. 
When the ice melted the river’ found 
a new-and. more, 
through a parallel rift several miles 
farther west. As a’mattcr of fact, it 
probably found two for a time, for 
from Chief’s Bay there only a 
short portage with an almost neglig- 
ible summit into another river, the 
Black Sturgeon, which runs into Lake 
Superior several nriles farther 

The peculiar outlines above 
ed to are those of flat-topped hills 
With vertical faces. several hundred 
feet high, and a lower slope of bro- 
ken rock fallen from the precipices, 
But it is not in outline alone that the 
hills are remarkable, nor in 
height, although that is the 
in Ontario, The coloring is 
ful.

Falling Dead in the Streets 
From Hunger 
Paris.—Pictures 6f Moscow's hun- 
ger are given in the Figaro by a 
Russian princess: arriving from Rus- 
sia.. “I will not speak of the terrible 
revolting aad odious things that pass- 
ed in the streets of Moscow,” she 
said, “but only of the hunger inci- 
dents I saw with my own cyes and 
which were repeated day after day. I 
met a woman and child,. ragged and 
thin as skeletons, the child crying 
constantly with an unchanging ex- 
pression of terror. The mother said 
that the child was hungry and ask- 
ed for a piece of bread as they had 
not caten for twenty-four hours. I 
opened. my purse, but the woman 
turned away saying, ‘No, not money, 

but bread.’
